NOW IS THE TIME TO BUY WALL PAPER 


AND WINDOW SHADES. 


The Streets of Meridian, Mies., Thronged 


with Excited Citizen—The Offense 


May Prove Capital and Re- 


sult in a Hanging- 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 17.—A special 


from IMeridian, Miss., says: 


Excitement is at fever heat to-night 


over the capture of two firebugs and 
the wounding of a well-known citizen. 
There were five fires yesterday, all be- 
lieved to be of incendiary origin. Two 
of these fires were private residences 
which were burned to the ground, 
also the stores occupied by C. Kips and 
Lowi Bros., D. Rosenbaums Sons; Fin- 
ley, barber shop, aad Joseph A. Cully. 


To-uig-ht Wm. C. Hchamber got wind 


of an attempt which was made to firo 
the West End public school building, 
and notified Chief of Police Hassel and 
detectives Home and Griffin. 
The 


officers secreted themselves under the 
steps of the. school building, and after 
a few minutes' waiting, the firebugs 
passed 
up the steps, and on the 


officers emerging from their place of 
concealment, they discovered the in- 
side of the building to be in flames. 
They kept a close watch, and in n mo- 
ment the two men passed through the 
doors and into the arms of the officers, 
who placed them under arrest. 


The incendiaries proved to be Bob 


Belk and Dudley Scott, two young 
men who were, raised in this city. 
The officers had a hard struggle to pre- 
vent the firebugs from being lynched 
on the spot. Mr. Hehamber, who fur- 
nished the information, was accident- 
ally shot by Detective Borne, who mis- 
took him for one of the incendiaries. 
Borne failed to see Schamber's signal 
and emptied a load of shot into his 
arm. 


The wildest excitement prevails, and 


hundreds of men are on the streets at 
this hour (11:80) discussing the affair. 
There is strong talk of lynching, but 
cooler heads advise the mob to let 
the law take its course. If it is proven 
that the same parties fired the private 
residence late last night, it will be a 
capital offense, for which they may 
hang, as the laws of Mississippi pro- 
vide that where a party or parties set 
fire to a house, where anybody is in the 
habit of sleeping, they shall be pun- 
ished by death.

A WET BLANKET 


Thrown Over tha Ardor of tha Common- 


wealers at San Bernardino, Cal. 


COI.TON, Cal., April 10.—When *he 


second Los Angeles 
detachment of 


Coxcy's army arrived at San Bernard- 
ino last night, the fire department was 
called out, and 
the tramps 
were 


drenched with cold water and driven 
from the freight train they had cap- 
tured. The army was then placed un- 
der g-uard of fifty deputy sheriffs, 
armed with shot guns, and its leaders 
were thrown into the county jail. 


A boycott was declared on the men 


throughout the villag-e. 
The com- 


mander raised a fund of seven dollars 
and purchased bread, but the baker 
who sold it was called upon by the 
citizens' committee of safety and mads 
to promise that he would sell no more 
supplies to the army or its leaders. 
The inerchants here hare refused to 
sell to the idle men, and many resi- 
dents have agreed not to ffive any food 
or supplies to them. 


The sheriff and his deputies promise 


to prevent the men from seizing- a 
train, and declare they must walk out 
of the village. Last nifi-ht about 200 
of the men marched up in a body to 
the First Baptist church, where Rev. 
Spurgeon Medhurst took up a small 
collection for them, and preached a 
sermon expressing sympathy for the 
wanderers. 


Later the committee of safety waited 


on Rev. Mr. Medhurst to remonstrate 
with him, representing that the men 
are not peaceful citizens, but an org-an- 
ized 
mob 
of 
lawbreakers. 
The 


preacher promised to give them no 
more 
assistance. 
The unemployed 


men declare that they will remain 
here tintil their leaders are released. 
Trouble is feared.

Victories Won. 


The Republicans of Iowa, Ohio, New 


York, 
Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, 


Rhode Island and Now Jersey in their 
recent state conventions all declared in 
favor of the McKmley tariff act which 
brought prosperity to the country, and 
the people sustained that declaration at 
the polls by ghing overwhelming major 
ities foi the Republican party.

ocrats more comfort than anything that 
has transpired in the state since 1892. 


Of course, it must be admitted that 


Democrats become inspired over very 
small and insignificant things. Were it 
not for this they would have attached 
little importance to Collins' effort at 
liberalism. The people are in no mood 
to accept such advice and are not inclin- 
ed to hear very much of it, as was clearly 
shown at the meeting where Collins 
spoke. They know that battles are not 
won along that line, and if they were so 
won, they would be as useless as the vic- 
tory of 1892.

The people are as 
tired of the class of advisors who always 
discount the power of the Republican 
party and magnify that of the enemy, 
as Gen. "Phil" Sheridan was of Warren 
when Warren, in the midst of the battle 
of Five Forks, while Sheridan was urg- 
ing him to greater diligence, said, in a 
conservative way: '-Oh, 'Bobby' Lee is 
always getting somebody into .trouble." 
Sheridan relieved him of his command 
because he had no use for such men. 
The Republican party, at this time, has 
as (little use for the faint-hearted and 
the croakers as Sheridan had for Warren. 


Heed and the Democrats. 


When Thomas B. Reed and the Re- 


publicans adopted the rule of counting a 


Republicans only had a majority at six 
and Roger Q. Mills and J. G. Carlisle 
and other leading members of the mi- 
nority gave out to the newspapers that 
the Republican majority would not be 
permitted by the minority to accomplish 
any legislation in conformity with the 
declarations of the Republican platform.

ble. After looking over .the map they 
concluded that Davenport would be 
the most suitable point. The Uierift 
agreed to pilot them out of town. 
They camped at Park's mill, about 
five miles from Council Bluffs las,t 
night.

Kelly says that about 150 men were 


added to the army in Council Bluffs 


It is not considered likely that the 


men will foot it through the state. The 
opinion is that a convenient train of 
empty box- ears will go out, which will 
be "captured" by them. Negotiations 
were in progress all yesterday morn ing 
between Kelly and the state, county 
and railroad officials. The roads main- 
tained the same attitude as 01 Sunday, 
but it is believed that an un Icr land- 
ing will be reached, and thjit a train 
will pick up the army on the rc-id be- 
fore it has gone many miles east.

SMALLPOX IN CHICAGO. 


Tha DisaAsa 
Rapidly Spreading for 


Want of Facilities for FlehtlnB It. 


CHICAGO, April 
18.—Twenty new 


cases of smallpox were reported to- 
day and yesterday to the department 
of health and last week's record was 
136 cases. The health officers declare 
the disease is spreading- because the 
facilities for the removal and quaran- 
tining of stricken persons are totally 
inadequate to meet the emergency. 
One of to-day's victims was Sister 
Venamda, a teacher in the Bohemian 
school at 113S Albany avenue. 
She 


was removed to the pe.stb.ouse and the 
school was closed by order of the 
health commissioner. The pesthouse 
is overcrowded with 1SK patients and 
part of the overflow is in the "suspect" 
ward of the county hospital. 


The lack of room in the proper hos- 


pital has made it necessary for the de- 
partment to quarantine women and 
children in private houses. The phy- 
sicians complain that the foreign pop- 
ulation of the wards most affected by 
*he disease fail to report new cases 
promptly. Decided opposition to vac- 
cination has been manifested by the 
Poles, which also handicaps the de- 
partment in its work of stamping out 
the disease. Children are allowed to 
play around an infected house and the 
ordinary precautions are not taken on 
account of ignorance or prejudice. An 
addition to the pesthouse will be fin- 
ished next Saturday.
